Other precautions include trans- 
parent pipes within sections of the 
chancery building to allow security 
personnel to monitor possible use of 
the pipes by the Russians to sneak 
in bugging devices. 

The site was almost deserted to- 
day, and several U.S. construction 
supervisors were reported to be plan- 
ning to depart for the United States 
for the duration of the shutdown, 
which came just as work was accel- 
erated to take advantage of the mild 
summer weather.
